Edmonton, March 15.—Distribution of seed grain under the 
auspices of the Provincial Agricultural Department will commence 
next Monday morning, and agents of the department will be plac- 
ed at central points in unorganizezd territories to take charge ‘of 
this distribution. Full arrangements have now been made by the 
Agricultural Department for this service. In organized municipal- 
ities where the farmers are unable to finance purchase of seed 
grain and feed required for spring work the Municipal Department 
of the Government will assist the Council of the Municipality to 
secure money required for this work, and farmers within the mun- 
icipality should apply to the Council for whatever aid they may re- 
quire in this regard. > 

Arrangements have also been compleied by the. Agricultural 
Department with the grain companies for the securing of feed oats. 
Under these arrangements feed oats can be secured by any farmer 
requiring-same up to the amount of 400 bushels where he is ina 
position to finance the purchase of same. ‘ihe price charged for 
these oats will be on the basis of Fort William spot price less freight 
from Alberta, which averages 1214 cents per bushel, and plus one 
cent per bushel where delivery is taken of these oats in car lots on 
track.

DENTURES

A denture’ is an artificial set of 
teeth either for the upper or the lower 
jaw. oe 

One person is capable of wearing 
two dentures—one above and one be- 
When the natural teeth are all 
gone, or even partly: gone, the ‘plate 
looms up as a possibility. 

Let us consider just the fuJl plate 
meaning by “full plate” a plate that 
replaces all‘of the teeth. in one: jaw 
or the other. 

After ‘the gums have healed suffi- 
ciently froma. the extraction of the 
teeth, an impression is made of the 
gums and a model in plaster of Paris 
is made from the impression, This 
model has certain changes made in it, 
so that the atmospheric pressure will 
cause the plate to remain.in place. 

The skill in making these changes 
is usually what determines whether or 
not a plate will stick in place. 5 

The teeth that are used upon these 
plates are all made of porcelain, The 
very finest porcelain in the world. is 
used in their construction. The col- 
ors and shapes of the natural teeth 
are very closely imitated. In making 
artificial teeth the greatest artistic ef- 
fort is used to restore expression and 
appearance and a very high degree of 
mechanical skill is used to restore the 
function. 

This -werk upon the part of the den- 
tist is the nearest approach to per- 
fection that has ever been made ip the 
restoration of a lost part and a lo¥ 
function, 

No replacement in any other part 
of the body will give so nearly a na- 
tural appearance and so nearly a nor- 
mal function as will the construction 
of artificial teeth. Those who “have 
lost their’ natural teeth are particu- 
larly fortunate to be able to replace 
them with so good a substitute. But, 
regardless of how good the substitute 
is, nothing artificial can ever compare 
with the real. 

So if you wish to go through life 
without wearing artificial teeth you 
will have to begin to take proper care 
of your natural teeth right now, be- 
cause if you don't the artificial teeth 
will “get you” by and’ by.

Another evidence that the farmers 
have not been disheartoned by the up. 
hill fight they have had to make ts to 
be found in the Increase in the amount 
of livestock owned in the province. 
The number of horses, cattle of all 
kinds, sheep and swine reported for 
1921 were all substantially above 
those for the previous year, although 
the ‘valine of: the livestock owned in 
Saskatchewan in 1921 ‘was estimated 
to be $16,000,000, as compared with 
$241,000,000 in 1920. The decline in 
the value of livestock has undoubted- 
ly, as Mr. Dunning polnted out, af- 
fected the credit of the farmers with 
the banks and will probably. continue 
to affect It for some time to come. 

The decline tn the value of the 
grain crop in 1921 was described by 
Mr, Dunning as “appalling”—so ap 
palling in’ fact. that he hesitated to

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ST, PATRICK’S DAY 

Friday of this week will be St. Patrick’s Day. Although both 
Wales and Scotland claim St. Patrick was born in their respective 
lunds, yet it cannot be disputed that his life was devoted to the land 
of the Shamrock. For this reason the celebration of his anniver- 
sary appeals more to those of Irish descent than to others, 

St. Patrick was a Bishop in Ireland away back in the year 432. 
He was a sterling patriot, a sincere evangelist and a strong organ- 
‘izer and mediator. His ambition was to bring together the well- 
meaning people, and to make the other kind anxious to be included 
in the bond of brotherhood, St. Patrick, who is given credit for 
driving all the snakes out of Erin, did make a considerable clean-up 
of reptilian vices of his time, and his memory is still potent as an 
agent of Christian fraternity. He believed in) settling disputes 
without blood, if possible, and taught that progress was only pos- 
sible when peace was enthroned, 

St. Patrick’s influence is felt today in the ranks of Irishmen 
whose veneration for the past makes the ancient sentimental ties 
pregnant with fertilizing power. 

Let us hope St: Patrick’s day this year will be made memor- 
able by a “drive” for that harmony for which the patron saint 
worked during his lifetime. If this year, Irish originality could 
evolve a feasible plan for concord in the Emerald Isle, it would in- 
deed make a hit which would be world wide. 


CAUTION IS NECESSARY 

In presenting his budget to the legislature, Premier Green- 
field did not make any attempt at trying to conceal the real situs- 
tion so far as the finances of the province are concerned. 

In referring to the present debt of the province he made it 
quite plain that drastic steps must be taken if the existing condi- 
tions are to be overcome. . While all will admit that to face the sit- 
uation fairly and squarely with a view to remedying conditions ts 
the only business way, yet itis hardly to be expected that the 
plan as outlined by the provincial treasurer t> make up for the de- 
ficit, will be favorably received by all, excepting, possibly, the one 
suggestion which refers to rigid economy in ali branches of govern- 
mental work. ; 

So far as the proposed additional taxation is concerned it is 
rather unfortunate that the bulk of it falls onthe urban district, 
many. of which are now overburdened with a taxation which is al- 
most impossible for them to bear and still carry on. There is. 
scarcely a town or city in the province which is not now assessed 
and taxed to the limit, in order to meet. their own local obligations, 
and in many cases they are not able to do even that. Besides this 
there ins the rental tax, th service tax, the amusement tax, the 
business tax and the income tax, all of which fall almost entirely 
on the urban districts. On top of all this we are informed that it 
is the intention of the legislature to impose a provincial income tax ; 
to tax corporations; put’a tax on coal and gasoline and increase the 
amusement tax, all of which will again fall most heavily on the ur- 
ban dweller. 

Our governments should do everything possible to make ends 
meet all right, but there is such a thing as loading’ a willing horse, 
to death. There is also the lesson about the straw that broke the 
camel’s back. Our governments should run the business of the 
country more after the style of private individuals. They should 
regulate their expenditures according to their incomes. There are 
too many of those champagne appetites with two per cent incomes 


on the part of our governing bodies from our village to our federal | _ 


affairs. It would be far better to keep our expenditures within 
bounds than to keep capital and people out of our country because 
of exorbitant taxation. 

We are passing through a critical period asa province, a 
period when the utmost caution is necessary if we are to be ine 
position to take advantage of the opportunities which are bound tc 
present themselves in the not too distant future,

In matters of this kind we too often lose sight of the fact that 
it our own children who are being benefitted. We should feel ex- 
tremely grateful that there are those who will undertake and carry 
on such work, and we should take time occasionally to show our 
gratitude in some way. It is your children who are receiving the 
benefit, not the instructors,

British Columbia is »Fast Becoming 
Leader in Fruits 

Ontario continues to lead among the 
provinces of Canada in apple produc- 
tion with a total yiejd in 1920 of 1,- 
€21,800 barrels, valued at $13,073,765, 
‘an average price of $8.06. Nova 
Scotia was not far behind with 1,160,- 
000 barrels, valued at $10,931,420, or 
an average price of $9.42. British 
Columbia on the other side of the con- 
linent, the province which is fast tak- 
ing the Jead in fruit production, held 
the third place with a production of 
604,640 barrels, which at an average 
price of $10.12 were worth a total of 
$5,106,905. Quebec's. total yield 
‘amounted to 88,000 barrels, worth 
$569,688, or an average of $6.47, and 
that-of New Brunswick 30,000 barrels, 
valued at $167,371, an average of $5.78. 

The total increase for the year in 
production amounted to 69,680 barrels 
oyer the figures for 1919, and in value 
$5,452,939: The provinces of Ontario 
and Quebee are responsible for thesé 
increases, both recording substantial 
gains over the preyious year, while 
the other three fruitgrowing prov 
inces registered slight-declines.

Science Prolongs Life of Insects 


Result Achieved by Changing Tem- 
perature from Warm to Cold. 

Some very remarkable experiments 
‘in prolonging the life of insects have 

been made by M. Louis Destouches, 
| who has discovered that-by keeping 
caterpillars and moths at varying tem-~ 
peratures, instead of one tempera, 
ture, their lives can be prolonged fiva 
or six times, . a 
Buttevflies kept in this way- will live 
for 35 days instead\ of six or seven, 
| will lay two or three times as many 
| eggs, and apparently enjoy long life. 
The only difference is that one day 
| they are kept at a warm temperature 
about blood heat—and the next at a 
‘temperature a little above freezing 
\ etat: the temperature being changed 
in this way each day. 

Science has thus solved the problem 
of giving. an’ enormously-increaged 
life to certain insects. Will it ever 
succeed in prolonging the life of 
human beings?
